Burton, president of Broadcast 
Music, Inc., one of the country's 
two major organizations for li- 
censing performing rights. The 
other is ASCAP, pioneer in the 
field. 


"In 1939, when BMI was 


formed ,ASCAP had a member- 
ship of about 1,138 composers 
and publishers," Burton said. 


"Today there are more than 


21,750 authors, composers and 
music publishers connected with 
the two firms. 


"Performing rights payments 


came to about $4 million in 1939, 
last year were above $50 mil- 
lion, and by 1970 will reach $100 
million.

excess of $650 million this year.

Count on 
2nd Break

NEW YORK (AP) - Taxpay- 


ers are beginning to count on 
another break next year. This is 
because more people in an out 
of the Federal government are 
saying 
that 
today's 
surging 


economy may be running low on 
stimulants 
in 
a 
few more 


months. 


And the most popular thinkin 


in Washington just now is that a 
tax cut works faster and better 
than any attempt to raise gov- 
ernment spending by more than 
the usual year-to-year growth, 


The 
income tax 
cut 
last. 


March is getting much of the 
credit, now for supplying the 
extra umph the economy needed, 
this summer and fall. It., was 
voted in face of a continuing 
federal deficit. But despite the 
tax cut the deficit shrank a bit. 
And the advocates of this fiscal 
policy are saying they told us 
so. 


Last year's tax cut's effect 


will still be felt next year, but 
this time it will be adding very 
little of a new stimulant to the 
economy. And government and 
business economists are talking 
now of another nudge being 
needed if the economy is to ex- 
pand at the rate it set this year. 


The expansion is wanted to 


provide more jobs, more per- 
turn this will mean more treas- 
ury receipts, even if the tax! 
rates themselves are lower. 


Talk of a coming recession is 


still strictly academic. That it 
could come some time in the 
indefinite future is accepted by 
most persons who think about it 
at all. But few see any signs 
that it is in the making now. 


What more persons are seeing 


is a cliance that the present rate 
of economic growth can slide 
toward a standstill by next sum- 
mer or fall. And the new fiscal 
theory is that this can, and 
should, be prevented. 


How to do this seems sure to 


be a topic before the incoming 
Congress. 


Most taxpayers are looking 


for elimination or reduction in 
federal excise taxes. And be- 
yond that many taxpayers are 
hoping for another lowering of 
the rates on incomes. 


Their hopes are built both on 


the prospect that in the next few 
years treasury receipts will rise 
enough to change the present 
deficit into a future surplus, and 
on the zeal of the administration

punched cards, punched tape pr 
magnitized tape which produces 
electrical impulses. 


One of the most simple is the 


punched card type of operation 


i being used in many Arkansas 
businesses for accounting pur- 
poses. 


When a person makes a pur- 


chase the amount is recorded on 
a card by punching in it a series 
of holes. Then, when the billing 
date arrives, the punched file 
card is used by the computer to 
prepare a statement, also on a 
punched card. 


The customer makes his pay- 


ment, returning the punched 
card and this is run through the 
machine, which automatically 
subtracts the payment and re- 
cords a new balance on the file 
card.

t WASHING-TON <AP) - ir you 
live to be 70, your one-pound 
heart will have chalked up a 
lifetime job equivalent to carry- 
ing a UMon load 10 miles. 


That was the Illustration giv- 


en Sunday by one of the nation's 
top heart specialists in de- 
scribing the "fantastic amount 
of work" done by the human 
heart - and the difficulties in 
trying to develop an artificial, 
robot heart to duplicate it, even 
temporarily. 


Dr. E. Cowles Andrus, profes- 


sor emeritus of Johns Hopkins 
University Medical School, told 
a news conference he believes a 
crude artificial heart could be 
developed in several years. 


But he said a robot heart use- 


ful in treating cardiac disease 
shapes up as achievable only 
"in the more distant future." 


Dr. Andrus is director of the 


second national conference on 
cardiovascular 
diseases which 


opened Sunday under the joint 
sponsorship of the American 
Heart Association and agencies 
of the U.S. Public Health Serv- 
ice. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Public Health Service says the 
amount of radioactive strontium 
90 detected in milk continued to 
decline in August. 
. The August national average 


was 22 picocuries per liter of 
milk daily, compared with 26 in 
July and 30 in May and June. A 
picocurie is one •millionth of one 
millionth of the radioactivity 
from one gram of radium. The 
Federal Radiation Council has 
established an intake of 200 pi- 
cocuries a day, averaged over a 
year, as an acceptable health 
hazard.

A wide variety of computer- 


producing firms have offices in 
Arkansas and with large main- 
tenance and consulting staffs, 
can provide a computer pro- 
gram aimed at satisfying the 
specific needs of a business. 


However, those who use com- 


puters point out that a business- 
man must 
know 
specifically 


what he wants his computer to 
do. He cannot obtain it with one 
purpose in mind and expect it 
to perform miracles in other 
areas.
